Police apprehended 210 people 
Nov. 18 during a day-long protest 
against the presence of CIA re- 
cruiters. 

Charges were only pressed, how- 
ever, against six activists who 
were accused of stepping outside 
protest guidelines that had been 
negotiated in advance between po- 
lice and organizers of the demon- 
stration. 

Attorney George Johnson, who is 
representing the four whose cases 
have not been resolved, called the,
